AgreeOn Rude Receptions 
Surplus For Kennedy 
Disposal 


NEW YORK (AP) — The con­ 
troversy between the govern­ 
ment and the aluminum indus­ 
try appeared ended today with 
agreement on disposal of 1.4 
million tons of surplus alumi­ 
num* 
The industry seemed pleased 
with the agreement. 
The producers and the gov­ 
ernment came to term s late 
Tuesday after two weeks of 
dispute 
In 
which President 
Johnson's 
administration 
forced the Industry to roll back 
a price Increase. 
The controversy began when 
Olin 
M atteson 
Co. raised 
prices of ingot half a cent 
a 
pound and of fabricated metal 
one cent a pound. 
The government called the 
boost inflationary and unjusti­ 
fied. 
When other producers, includ­ 
ing Aluminum Co. of America, 
the No. I producer, joined In the 
price increase, the General 
Services Administration threat­ 
ened to throw 300,000 tons of its 
surplus metal on the market 
immediately. 
In the face of this, the alumi­ 
num companies rescinded the 
increase 
and 
arrangements 
were made for discussions on 
orderly disposal of the stock­ 
piled metal. 
'"Diis was basically what was 
being discussed before the con­ 
troversy," an Industry spokes­ 
man said. "This Is what the in­ 
dustry 
people 
were feeling 
would be the best way of han­ 
dling the stockpile. 
"The advantage now Is that 
we have a planned disposal 
which, of course, is the way the 
Industry would want it. This is 
the obvious advantage." 
The Pentagon announced that 
Industry and government repre­ 
sentatives agreed in principle 
that the Industry will purchase 
the surplus aluminum at an av­ 
erage rate of not less than IOO,. 
OOO tons a year or the defense 
requirement, 
whichever 
is 
greater, but not to exceed 200,. 
000 tons a year. 
The Pentagon said the defense 
requirement for 1966 is esti­ 
mated to range between 300,000 
and 400,000 tons. 
The industry representatives 
who participated in the discus­ 
sions were from Alcoa, Olin 
M atteson, Reynolds Metals Co. 
and Kaiser Aluminum & Chemi­ 
cal Co.

CONCEPCION, Chile (AP) — 
Spitting South Americans gave 
a rude reception Tuesday night 
to Sen. Robert F. Kennedy In 
Chile and to Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk in Uruguay. 
About IOOpro-Communist stu­ 
dents spat on Kennedy at the 
University of Concepcion, threw 
eggs, rocks and money at him 
and drowned him out when he 
tried to speak to a student 
crowd of several thousand. It 
was the only unpleasant note to 
an 
otherwise enthusiastic re­ 
ception In an area where Chilean 
Communists and Marxist So­ 
cialists 
have their greatest 
strength. 
The eggs and stones missed 
the New York senator, but spit­ 
tle fell on his forehead and 
clothes. 
Rusk was the target of a 25- 
year-old man who slipped up 
and spat at him in Montevideo 
just after the secretary had 
placed a wreath at the monu- 
m ail lo Gen. JoseA rtlgas,Uru­ 
guay's national hero. State De­ 
partment press officer Richard 
I. Phillips, accompanying Rusk, 
said the secretary was not hit. 
The man shouted "This in the 
name of my people” as he spat. 
Police seized him and took him 
away. In his pockets were leaf­ 
lets with the words "Fuera 


Rusk (Rusk get out)." 
Kennedy, who is on a South 
American 
tour, 
insisted on 
going to the university despite 
warnings of a hostile recep­ 
tion. He waited calmly on the 
stage of the gymnasium for 20 
minutes while the small group 
of leftists sang ’the national 
anthems of Cuba and Chile and 
screamed "A ssassin" 
and 
"Yankee go home" at him. 
When the senator finally start­ 
ed 
to 
speak, 
the 
jeerers 
drowned him out. He asked lf 
they would come forward to dis­ 
cuss matters with him, and the 
leftists shouted back that he 
should come to them. 
Kennedy started toward them. 
As he approached, some tried to 
kick him, others spat at him 
and others burned a UJS. flag 
In a corner of the gymnasium. 
Other students tried to quiet 
the leftists. Some challenged 
them to fight. Aides and news­ 
men surrounded the senator and 
he left the building. 
Outside someanti-Communi <?; 
students approached Kennedy's 
wife, Ethel, and said to her, 
"Senora, please, forgive us tor 
this shameful situation." This 
group -vatted in front of the 
gym and when the leftists came 
out set on them with clubs and 
stones.

Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, arriving Tuesday night 
from a brief side trip to Argen­ 
tina 
and Uruguay, predicted 
that 'to broad consensus will 
develop" from the conference.

Near the coast, a Viet Cong 
battalion overran a government 
district headquarters and

28 miles south of Da Nang. U. S. 
m ilitary sources said 
every 
building there was reported de­ 
stroyed. 
An 
aerial 
survey 
showed no signs of life. The 
Viet Cong were reported 
to 
have left several of their vic­ 
tims impaled on stakes. 
Four U. S. planes - three Ma­ 
rine and one Navy — were lost 
on a bombing strike against a 
bridge on the railway line link­ 
ing 
Hanoi, North Viet Nam's 
capital, with Its port of Hai­ 
phong. 
Of the four pilots, a spokes­ 
man said two were rescued, one 
was killed and another Is m iss­ 
ing. 
The battle of the la 
Drang 
Valley, which newsmen were 
told already had cost the Com­ 
munist 890 dead and the great­ 
est American losses in any sin­ 
gle 
engagement of the war, 
shifted to a new field north of 
the river. 
It was three miles 
from the 
helicopter landings site in a 
jungle clearing 220 miles north­ 
east 
of Saigon that two bat­ 
talions of the U.S. 1st Cavalry, 
Airmobile, 
Division had de­ 
fended 
for three days against 
repeated North Vietnamese at­ 
tacks. 
The Americans pulled out ear­ 
ly today. One battalion shifted 
back by helicopter to the en­ 
campment 
of supporting 
ar­ 
tillery, about three miles south­ 
east of the helicopter site. The 
other hiked out, heading north 
across the river.

Tile United States has asked 
to speak just before the vote, 
apparently In a last effort to 
bolster its case. UJS.Ambassa­ 
dor Arthur J. Goldberg, who lias 
been ill with a virus, planned to 
make the final argument. 
UJS. delegate Charles W.Yost 
went before the assembly Tues­ 
day night witn the plea that the 
China representation issue is a 
vital one which should not be 
decided by a simple majority. 
He declared that peace in Asia 
Is involved in the decision and 
the two-thirds rule is therefore 
mandatory. 
Yost rejected claims by Pe­ 
king’s supporters that Red Chi­ 
na might be more receptive to

TTie council also took a show­ 
down vote on its controversial 
declaration deploring all nu­ 
clear stockpiling as a threat 
to mankind. Results will not be 
announced until Friday at the 
council's next working session. 
Winding up three days of vot­ 
ing on the council's schema on 
modern world problems, the 
bishops took a ballot on the doc­ 
um ent's entire chapter on the 
family and marriage. 


The key paragraphs of this 
section stress conjugal love in 
marriage as an element import­ 
ant not only for oringing chi1- 
d r'a lull die world butasa phy­ 
sical expression of mutual love 
between husband and wife. Tile 
document affirms tnat a couple 
must follow church teaching on 
birth control but leases hie way 
open for changes in that teach­ 
ing. 
The chapter was approved by 
a vote of 1,596-72, with another 
484 bishops approving "with 
reservations.” 
The nature of these reserva­ 
tions was not known. They could 
apply to the birth control para­ 
graphs or to other parts of the 
chapter.

In Desert Near Tucson 


TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) — In a 
stretch of desert just outside 
southern Arizona’s biggest city, 
a search goes on for the body of 
pretty Alleen Rowe. 
The 15-year-old girl's mother, 
M rs. Norma Rowe, identified 
two metal hair curlers uncov­ 
ered at the spot Tuesday as 
those of her daughter's. Alleen 
was wearing the curlers when 
she disappeared May 31, 1964. 
Two young people charged 
with murdering Alleen helped 
officers in the search, but their 
attorneys said they would not 
allow John Saunders, 19, and 
Mary Rae French, 18, to go 
back today. 
Alleen reportedly was wear­ 
ing two rings, and Sheriff Wal­ 
don Burr said he would use a 
metal detector today to hunt for 
her shallow grave. 
Officers said the grave may 
be deeper now because of an 


unusual amount of rain that fell 
in Tucson last year. Rains could 
have moved a large amount of 
sand from 
higher areas to 
where the grave was dug. 
The possibility that the girl's 
body could have been moved by 
one of her attackers also was 
being considered, officers said. 
Although the girl's mother 
said her daughter had told her 
of a teenaged sex club which 
she refused to join, police dis­ 
counted this.

PERSONAL DEBT IN A CONSUMER ECONOMY 
Buy now, pay later has become a fixture of 
American family life in the “ soaring *60s.** 
The long, 
uninterrupted business expansion, 
now in its 58th month, has been fueled by the 
readiness of consumers to assume a heavy 
burden of debt and of lenders to advance easy 
credit. But the voices of caution are beginning 
to be heard. In essence they warn that accelera­ 
tion of personal debt has become so rapid as 
to threaten both the individual borrower and 
the soundness of the over-all economy. 
Quality as well as quantity of credit is in 
question as retailers and lending institutions 
induce more and more consumers to go into 
debt on a wide range of goods and services. 
Will more purchases made on the “never- 
never, ’* as the British refer to installment 
buying, actually turn out that way - - never 
paid for? While delinquency on installment 
loans has risen 
onty slightly in recent years, 
other danger signals are visible in the high­ 
flying consumer credit field. Not the least of 
thgse is widespread consumer ignorance of the 
trite costs of buying on the installment plan. 
Federal Reserve Board statistics show that 
American fam ilies are quite willing to go 
into debt to buy things they want. At the end 
of September, a total of $81.9 billion was 
outstanding in short - and intermediate-term 
consumer credit — up $8.4 billion from a year 
earlier. Interest and other charges on this huge 
volume of debt cost consumers more than $10 
billion a year. 
Not included in the estimates of consumer 
credit are the mortgages outstanding on owner- 
occupied homes, which total nearly $200 billion. 
To some experts 
a total of $282 billion in 
combined consumer credit and mortgage debt 
seems staggering. William McChesney Martin 
Jr., chairman of the Federal Reserve Board, 
has pointed to the current rise as one of the 
“disquieting sim ilarities,, between the present 
prosperity and that of the 1920s, which cul­ 
minated in the Great Depression. 
“ In fact,” Martin pointed out in an address 
last June, “ the expansion of consumer debt 
arising out of both residential mortgages and 
installment purchases has recently been much 
faster than in the *20s.** Other economic ex­ 
perts, however, point out that the outstanding 
consumer debt is buttressed over-all by more 
than $2 trillion in consumer assets. The assets 
take the form of fixed capital in homes and 
consumer durables as well as bank deposits, 
stocks, bonds, and insurance and pension re­ 
serves. 
About half of all American families have some 
installment debt, but the burden is unevenly 
spread. About IO per cent of all fam ilies, for 
example, lay out more than 20 per cent of 
their disposable income (income left 
after 
taxes( . to meet debt payments. The Federal 
Reserve Board classifies such fam ilies as 
“ heavily burdened borrowers.** For the nation 
as a whole, 14.4 per cent of disposable income 
goes for repayments on installment debt—up 
2.6 points in a decade. An otherwise optimistic 
Federal Reserve study of consumer debt states: 
“ The continued upward drift in the repayments 
ratio is a matter of concern. Many fam ilies 
with debt have few or no liquid assets to fall 
back upon.** 


For the nation as well as for the individual 
family, consumer credit is a good servant but 
a bad master. Under the worst circumstances, 
a large number of loan defaults might trigger 
severe depression. Even assuming that loans 
are paid on tim e, excessive debt expansion 
can harm the economy. This is because in­ 
stallment buying puts a mortgage on future 
income. Thus 
it is argued that debt-fueled 
expansion will prove unsustainable as consumers 
become indebted to the point where they cannot 
afford to take on further obligations. As the 
saturation point is neared, so the reasoning 
goes, the economy will lose the stimulus of 
credit buying. Once the economy turns down, 
moreover, the slackening in business and decline 
in consumer incomes would lead to sharp in­ 
creases in delinquencies and personal bank­ 
ruptcies. 


Such bearish views are not shared by all 
economists. Many believe the threat of excessive 
debt expansion has been overstated. They say 
the idea that there is some percentage of 
disposable income above which consumer re­ 
payments cannot safely go has been disproved. 
In their opinion, demographic changes alone— 
the growing number of “young marrieds**— 
guarantee continued growth in borrowings. R is­ 
ing discretionary income (income left after 
basic expenditures) will provide both the will 
to buy on credit and the means of repay­ 
ment. This seem s to be the official view 
of the Johnson administration. It has made it 
clear in recent weeks that it does not favor 
high interest rates as a means of reducing 
demand for credit.

The House leaders are determined by fair 
means — or foul — to circumvent the will 
of the House majority, the will of the Senate, 
the will of the Governor and, more importantly, 
the will of the electorate. 
These petty politicians are determined to ram 
an unreasonable plan for realigning the Missouri 
House past all obstacles. No matter what the cost. 
The Senate has been more than fair, more 
than patient, more than willing to compromise 
in any reasonable manner. Too patient. Too 
willing to compromise. Too sensitive to House 
demands and emotions. 
In the opinion of many, the Senate retreated 
two steps too far backward in proposing the 
backstop methods of reapportionment by the 
State Supreme Court or appointment of a second 
redistricting commission. 
We think they would have done well to stick 
firmly to the concept of an at-large-election 
if the Commission failed to do its job. That’s 
the way it is done in the Senate. That’s the way 
it should be done in the House. 
We hope no Missouri voter is any longer willing 
to believe that the House leadership is acting 
out of public interest. They made unmistakably 
plain in rejecting all Senate amendments that 
they were acting in self-interest only. 
How utterly ridiculous it was for Rep. Mel 
Carnahan, House majority leader, to stand on 
the floor of the House and candidly admit he 
could find no valid reason to oppose several 
of the Senate amendments. 
And then follow this statement with a fervent 
plea that the House refuse to accept them. 
By this blanket, headlong rejection, the Senate 
was placed in the position of not knowing which 
amendments the House really found objection­ 
able. 
Amendments by the other house are usually 
taken up one by one in the Assembly so a 
conference committee, if one is needed, can act 
efficiently. That is what should have been done 
in this matter. 
Carnahan is not the only puppet that has been 
manipulated in this farce by House Speaker 
Thomas Graham. He has a Republican counter­ 
part, Ronald Belt of Macon, who is so utterly 
lacking in comprehension of his duties and 
responsibilities as a legislator and as a minority 
leader as to join eagerly in the cabal. 
The House forces that are using every trick 
to gain their ends act with much boldness be­ 
cause they have the impression Missourians 
neither understand nor care about the reap­ 
portionment issue. 
More Missourians than they would believe do 
understand the issues.

STUFFING THE TURKEY 
Groceries cost more these days, and the 
Thanksgiving meal will be no exception. By 
one estimate (Wall Street Journal, Nov. 8), 
a family of four will pay nearly $7 for turkey 
and the trimmings this year — up about 5 
per cent from last year. A 10-pound turkey 
that cost $4.50 at retail in 1964 will cost about 
$4.90 this year. Such trimmings as green beans, 
pumpkin, and wild rice are costlier than in 1964, 
but cranberries are unchanged. 
Agriculture Department statisticians say grow­ 
ers will raise 104 million turkeys this year, 
up from 99.7 million in 1964. Population growth 
presumably is absorbing some of the increased 
output and putting pressure under prices. And 
more of the birds are being processed into 
new boneless “ roasts’* and other ready-to-eat 
forms that cut into supplies. 
Sidney Margolius, a consumer expert for 
Steel Labor, says the best buy in turkey this 
year is the larger bird. Turkeys over 16 pounds 
are running about the same price as last 
year. Toms over 26 pounds actually sell for 
a bit less than last year. Margolius advises 
against buying frozen prestuffed turkeys because 
the consumer ends up paying a turkey price 
for stuffing that includes a large percentage 
of water. Mom also is advised that canned 
and frozen candied sweet potatoes cost twice 
as much as fresh.

cialist Society, which later be­ 
came the League for Industrial 
Democracy and spawned 
the 
Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion. 
Such ISS members as Walter 
Lippman, 
Felix Frankfurter, 
Roger Baldwin, Harry F. Ward 
and Stuart Chase achieved pub­ 
lic prominence. 
John Kenneth Galbraith was a 
leader in establishing 
the 
theories of 
Fabian Socialist 
John Maynard Keynes 
as the 
standard for economic thought 
in American education. 
In all their endeavors, 
the 
Fabians have worked toward the 
same objective sought 
by the 
Marxian socialists of the Com­ 
munist 
Party; 
a 
socialist 
America. And they have worked 
alongside the Marxists In many 
instances. 
How well the Fabian strategy 
for undermining American so­ 
ciety has worked is evident in 
the current disorders plaguing 
our university campuses. The 
part played by professors ta 
misguiding the rioting students 
attests to the success of the 
Fabian penetration 
of facul­ 
ties. 
And 
the most radical 
groups involved ta the foment­ 
ing of the riots, the DuBols 
Clubs, are named for one of the 
pioneers of Fabianism in Amer­ 
ica, 
W. E. B. DuBois (Har­ 
vard, 1890), 
who was also a' 
member of the Communist and 
Socialist Parties and the ESS. 
A New York Legislature In­ 
quiry in 1920 found that LIPP- 
man and Frankfurter, who man­ 
aged to become special assist­ 
ants in the War Department ta 
1917, used their influence 
to 
aid left-wing conscientious ob­ 
jectors 
during World War I. 
The “objectors” were radicals 
who refused to support 
“any 
war under the capitalist sys­ 
tem.” It appears that the same 
sort of influence continues to 
aid leftist 
“objectors” today.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

NEW YORK (AP) — Omar 
Sharif, the most famous film 
sheik since Rudolph Valentino, 
thinks it is time the public let 
him down off his camel. 
The young Egyptian-born ac­ 
tor, 
who won an 
Academy 
Award nomination for his por­ 
trayal several years ago of 
Sheik All in ‘law rence of Ara­ 
bia ” remarked: 
"Many think I always wore 
robes and rode a camel. This is 
untrue. I hardly ever saw a 
camel before except on a ciga­ 
rette box. 
"It’s hard to shake the image 
created by your first success. 
Most of the time one doesn’t 
succeed in shaking it. But that 
is better than to have to try to 
shake the image of your first 
flop.” 
Sender, still in his early 30s, 
Omar is good-natured, some­ 
what shy in manner. As Michel 
Shalhoub, son of a Syrian lum­ 
ber importer, he was reared in 
Cairo and graduated from an 
English college there. A year 
later he turned to acting after 
he found the lumber business 
left him with a wooden feeling. 
He made a couple of dozen 
films in Cairo, becamea star in 
the Arab world, and married 
Fat en Ha ma ma, Egypt’s best­ 
known actress. Theyhavea son, 
Tarek, 8. 
He picked the name Omar 
Sharif — which means "the hon­ 


orable Omar” — because of its 
sound. But when he first ap­ 
peared on the "Lawrence of 
Arabia” sets, Irish actor Peter 
O’Toole objected: 
"Nobody 
could 
be 
called 
Omar Sharif. I’m going to call 
you ’Cairo Fred.’ ” 
The nickname stuck. 
"Orientals are violin people,” 
he remarked. "They are emo­ 
tional and sentimental and self- 
indulgent. 
"In 
Egyptian 
melodramas 
your success was judged by how 
much you could make the au­ 
dience cry. Since then I’ve had 
to learn emotional restraint — 
to realize that the most moving 
thing is not someone actually 
crying, but someone who wants 
to cry and is fighting it.” 
Sharif, a cultured man who 
speaks six languages, said that 
as an Oriental he had met with 
some difficulties in adjusting to 
the Western tempo. 
"It is so speedy,” he observed 
drily. "I try to sleep as longas 
possible because it is the slow­ 
est thing I know. 
"An Oriental, as long as he 
has food enough for this day, 
neither works nor worries about 
tomorrow. 
"But I suppose speed is neces­ 
sary in the large cities of Eu­ 
rope and America because life 
there is so tough and competi­ 
tive. If you don't keep at it. 
someone will take your place.”

The Latta ambassadors went 
away still "misunderstanding” 
Mann. The President made no 
Impression on them whatso­ 
ever. They regard Mann as too 
military-minded, 
much 
too 
quick on the draw, and a bad 
influence around a Texas-born 
president also inclined to shoot 
from the hip. 
The two chief issues to be 
debated at the Rio conference 
will be: 
1. The removal of the OAS 
headquarters from Washington 
so it won’t be under the domina­ 
tion of the United States. This 
will probably fail. 
2. Blocking any future Pan 
American police force. This 
will probably succeed. 
For the first time ta history 


a Pan American police force 
Is operating ta the Dominican 
Republic, and, although It was 
hurriedly thrown together ta 
order to take the curse off 
the American military occupa­ 
tion of that country, it could 
become an important precedent 
for Pan American stability and 
for use ta revolt-torn countries. 
If, for instance, Cubi should 
kick out Castro and a govern­ 
ment vacuum exist there, the 
United States would like to have 
a Pan American police force 
which could be thrown ta to 
restore order. 
Such nations as Mexico, Chile, 
and 
Uruguay, however, 
are 
gravely suspicious of any Pan 
American army. They regard 
it as a concealed arm of U.S. 
militarism. The debate over It 
will be hot and heavy at Rio de 
Janeiro. 
The appearance of two new 
m issiles ta the Soviet anniver­ 
sary 
parade doesn’t 
alarm 
American observers. One is a 
mobile 
ICBM 
launcher; the 
other could fire a nuclear war­ 
head from orbit. 
U.S. observers suspect that 
neither is more than a proto­ 
type. probably intended to m is­ 
lead the West. They recall how 
the Red army fooled them 15 
years ago by showing off new 
bomber models while secretly 
producing intercontinental m is­ 
siles. The Pentagon took the 
bait and diverted most of Its 
money into bombers Instead of 
m issiles. As a result, Russia 
got the jump on the United States 
ta the missile race. 
American experts claim the 
two new Soviet m issiles aren’t 
as effective as weapons already 
In the American arsenal. This 
time, the Pentagon won’t divert 
money from its present pro­ 
grams 
to build orbital and 
mobile launchers. The Russians 
themselves aren’t expected to 
build more than a few show­ 
case modelg as they did with 


those new bombers 15 years 
ago.

Gifts to GPs -- The Defense 
Department is stuck with a stag­ 
gering accumulation of gifts for 
GPs. Tens of thousands of tons 
of books, games, cookies have 
piled up ta cities across the 
country, apparently triggered 
by demonstrations against the 
war ta Viet Nam. Americans 
have been contributing gifts for 
GPs as a way of showing the 
home front is behind them— 
eight pounds of gifts for every 
GI ta Viet Nam. The accumu­ 
lation is so tremendous the 
Defense Department has no way 
of delivering it without impair­ 
ing vital military shipments. 
Lindsay’s Future —Mostpro­ 
fessional politicians disagree 
with newspaper speculation that 
John Lindsay could use 
the 
mayor’s office as a springboard 
to the White House. They point 
out that Lindsay, after four 
years as mayor, will be lucky 
to get reelected.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP;—A 
noted visitor from India sug­ 
gested today the industrial na­ 
tions of the world must learn to 
treat the developing nations as 
fellow citizens. 
A UJS. specialist In foreign af­ 
fairs suggested hard-bitten ne­ 
gotiations 
between 
nations 
which extend financial help and 
those which receive it. 
They stated their ideas in con­ 
nection with the 10th National 
Conference of the United States 
National 
Commission 
for 
UNESCO. 
K. S. Sundara of India, an ex­ 
ecutive director of the World 
Bank, said many of the develop­ 
ing nations have talent and re­ 
sources but do not have the 
the money to develop them. 
“ My country, one of the poor­ 
est, gets about a billion dollars 
a year in aid from the western 
w orld," he said in an interview. 
“ If that were stepped up to I Vi 
billion, we could be independent 
of aid in five to seven years. 
“ It's like the difference be­ 
tween giving a starving man 
enough to stay alive and giving 
him enough to get the strength 
to get up and w alk." 
He contracted the average in­ 
come of $3,000 in the United 
States with $90 in India. 
Dr. Luther H. Evans, form er 
director general of UNESCO, 
made his comment about hard, 
bitten negotiations in the key­ 
note speech of the conference 
last night. 
He said the problem facing 
world leaders is to identify the 
things which need to be done 
and give a push to social devel­ 
opment. 
He 
suggested 
this 
might be accomplished through 
negotiations on the term s of for­ 


eign aid. 
“ This would give a high mor­ 
al standing and aid in the stabil­ 
ity of donor-recipient relation­ 
ships which at best are a bad 
kind of relationship — easily 
corruptible and capable of de­ 
veloping 
bad 
attitu des," 
he 
said. 
Dr. Evans is director of the 
international and legal collec­ 
tions at Columbia University in 
New York and is a form er Ii- 
brarian of Congress.

NEW 
YORK 
(AP) — The 
economy 
is picking up new 
strength at the halfway mark in 
the final quarter of the year. 
And the hullaballoo over alu­ 
minum p rices — even the tem­ 
porary breakdown of electric 
power in the industrial North­ 
east — is likely to add to the 
tempo on the final weeks of the 
year — if for no other reason 
than the rush to catch up after 
the disruption and uncertainty 
of the first two weeks of Novem­ 
ber. 
Tile statistics of the economy 
seem sure to be fatter at year- 
end — both in dollar volume — 
Influenced by rising prices — 
and in unit volume. 
Copper prices are going up as 
supplies tighten. Part of the 
push behind prices in this metal 
is 
from political 
uproar in 
production 
centers 
in South 
America 
and 
central 
Afri­ 
ca, forcing world prices higher. 
Much of the rise in the United 
States is due to increasing de­ 
mand for metal. 
Steel production is taking a 
tentative step upward again. It 
had been lagging since a labor 
settlement early in September 
ended fear of a strike. This sent 
custom ers to living 
off of 
stockpiles built up as a precau­ 
tion. 
Auto production is booming, 
and so a re sales of the new 
models. Most people see this as 
assurance 
that public confi­ 
dence in good times ahead is 
strong — and that consumer 
spending still is free wheeling. 
This should assu re record re­ 
tail 
sales In the weeks just 
ahead. It's the season of great­ 


est activity for most merchants. 
And personal income totals 
continue to rise. High employ­ 
ment and higher wage scales 
are helping. There's also 
a 
boost from such sidelines as 
stock dividends. Payments are 
at a record so far this year. 
And the first yearend extras 
signal a record outflow of cash 
from 
corporate 
coffers 
to 
shareowners. 
Rising prices here and there 
will give a misleading glow to 
som e of the statistics reckoned 
in dollars. This inflation, so far 
mild, colors the reports of the 
economy in general. But the big 
boost still is in the actual unit 
volume — the rising total of 
goods, the Increased number of 
persons at work.

Dr. Stiles, president of the 
United States Ski Association 
from 1961 to 1965, Is a former 
vice president of the American 
Heart Association and Chair­ 
man of its Council on Clinical 
Cardiology. He makes his home 
in Spokane, Washington. 
If your heart yearns for the 
highlands at the flutter of the 
first snowflake, you are not 
alone. 
Almost three million 
Americans took to the ski slopes 
last season, and the sport’s 
popularity is growing by leaps 
and slalom s. 


While I would not recommend 
skiing for persons who 
have 
a 
serious heart condition, I 
do advocate it enthusiastically 
as a way to keep physically 
fit. And keeping physically fit 
helps protect against heart d is­ 
ease. 
In fact, I sometim es wonder 
whether, if everyone started 
skiing in early childhood, and 
continued on with skiing or some 
other strenuous exercise on a 
year-round basis, there might 
not be a dramatic drop in the 
incidence of heart attacks. 
The key word here Is year- 
round. The year-round seden­ 
tary 
male who goes 
in for 


strenuous exercise on his vaca­ 
tion can get into trouble. 
But even lf you don’t start 
skiing young, it’s still worth a 
try. I m yself only took up sk i­ 
ing at the age of 55. My first 
ski lessons quickly convinced 
me that skiing was by far the 
most enjoyable sport I had ever 
tried. I soon discovered also 
that, if I meant to ski actively 
during the winter, I had to keep 
In top physical condition the 
year round. As a result, IO 
years later, I am in far better 
condition than I was at 55 — 
all thanks to skiing. 


Let me emphasize that you 
should 
not 
undertake 
a 
strenuous sport like skiing in 
middle life without first getting 
an okay from your doctor. Make 
a date for a physical examina­ 
tion; It’s a good idea even if 
you change your mind about 
venturing onto the ski slopes. 
And rem em ber, your doctor 
may give you a green light even 
lf you do have some type of 
heart trouble, provided It iA 
under good control. 
Next, 
get yourself in shape 
through a conditioning program, 
best continued year-round. Get 
suitable equipment and learn 
how to adjust it; sign up for 


If you go from near se a -level 
to a high altitude ski lodge, take 
it easy at first -- for a few 
days lf possible -- to acclimate 
yourself to the thin air and 
adjust to the high altitude. Re­ 
member you will tie calling on 
your heart to work harder <-*n 
usual supplying oxygen to meet 
tlie heavy demands of strenuous 
exercise. .Skiers who leap too 
abruptly from their se a -level 
swivel chairs to high altitude 
ski trails run the risk of de­ 
veloping acute and even dan­ 
gerous respiratory conditions. 
And don't overdo. Skiing, par­ 
ticularly on difficult terrain, 
when fatigue has Impaired tim ­ 
ing and coordination, may cause 
trouble even for the young and 
vigorous In body and spirit. 
A recent survey of skiing ac­ 
cidents 
near 
Anchorage, 
A laska, showed that the highest 
percentage of Injuries occurred 
In the late afternoon, and that 
the 
most “ accdlent-prone" 
were men under 20. It’ s wise to 
stop liefore you get tired. And 
It is wise to forestall after­ 
noon fatigue by a midday lunch 
and rest period. 
Now for some specific advice 
on how to minimize spills and 
sprains: 
1. Get Into condition to °kl 
through a planned conditioning 
program , 
including 
stair- 
climbing, hiking and running. 
2. Get equipment that fits prop­ 
erly and learn how to adjust It. 
Wear non-elastic Arlberg-type 
safety straps to avoid runaway 
sk is. Beware of loose clothing 
and long hair when riding lifts 
or tows, esi«clally rope tows. 
3. Skiing does not come nat­ 
urally. Take lessons from a 
qualified ski Instructor, and 
continue your lessons at inter­ 
vals until you have become a 
competent skier. 
4. Pick trails and slopes that 
match your skills, for safer 
skiing and more fun. 
5. Ride lifts and tows with care. 
Follow posted Instructions. 
6. Keep your ski tips up. Carry 
sk i poles by the shaft or with 
strap s In your palm, not over 
the wrist. 
7. Stay clear of the skier ahead. 
When passing close to another 
sk ier, call out: “ On your le ft," 
o r “ On your righ t." 
8. When you stop or take a 
sp ill, look uphill before you 
start again. Fill in any holes 
made by your fall. 
9. 
When skiing into a trail 
from the side, yield right of 
way to the skier who Is coming 
down the trail. 
10. Keep trails clear. Move to 
the side when you stop. 
If you will follow the sk iers' 
ten commandments faithfully, 
lf you will persevere with your 
conditioning 
and 
Instruction 
program s, you will find the 
greatest sports enjoyment you 
have ever known, and you will 
be doing yourself -- and your 
heart -- a favor.

A fresh bidby U.N.Secretary- 
General U Thant for conces­ 
sions from all sides in the con­ 
flict to promote the prospects 
for peace failed today to arouse 
any outward enthusiasm here. 
Administration officials said 
the United States is ready to 
talk but they see no interest in 
talks now on the part of the 
Vietnamese Communist leader­ 
ship. 
"Hie current visit to Moscow 
by Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield, a close asso- 
elate of President Johnson, may 
produce some UJS. peace ap­ 
proach to the Soviet govern­ 
ment. Officials here will not say 
what — if any — instructions 
Mansfield had from Johnson on 
this-point. 
But they do expect that if 
Mansfield urges Soviet peace 
pressures on North Viet Nam, 
which is receiving Soviet mili­ 
tary aid, he also will stress 
Johnson's determination not to 
yield South Viet Nam to Com­ 
munist conquest. 
The fact is, however, that UJ>. 
policymakers are 
generally 
pessimistic about the outlook 
for negotiations at this time. 
They believe the North Viet­ 
namese and guerrilla leaders 
in South Viet Nam, though their 
confidence of victory may 
be 
shaken, are not yet persuaded 
they face eventual defeat. 
There is some opinion here, 
moreover, that the war may 
never end in a negotiated settle­ 
ment. Those who think this is a 
serious 
possibility 
say that 
after a time the fighting may 
simply die down as larger areas 
come under control of UJJ.and 
South Vietnamese forces.North 
Viet Nam, according to this 
theory, could just quietly give 
up the struggle. 
American strategy is now 
aimed at progressively destroy­ 
ing or wearing down the Com­ 
munist military forces on the 
ground in the South and wreck­ 
ing their morale, while main­ 
taining aerial bombardment of 
targets in the North. An impor­ 
tant new element of this strate­ 
gy apparently is to press offen­ 
sive operations a g a i n s t the 
North 
Vietnamese 
regular 
troops in the South wherever 


they can be found. 
The big battle this week in the 
la Drang Valley of South Viet 
Nam, near the Cambodian bor­ 
der, is said here to fit into this 
pattern. UJS. strategists reason 
that 
if American and South 
Vietnamese forces succeed in 
destroying crack units from 
North Viet Nam, they will shake 
the very foundations of Commu­ 
nist confidence and move the 
conflict closer to conclusion. 
The United States now has 
160,000 troops in South Viet 
Nam and is building up to 200,- 
000 as an immediate target with 
no lim it on increases beyond 
that point. 
American 
military leaders 
and civilian policymakers have 
been persuaded for some weeks 
at 
least that the weight of 
American numbers and massive 
firepower have turned the tide 
of battle against the Communist 
forces to the extent that the 
United States and South Viet 
Nam are no longer losing the 
war and may be beginning to 
win it. Concurrent with this evi­ 
dent change in the military sit­ 
uation there has developed a 
greater political stability in 
South Viet Nam. 
The situation is rouglily the 
reverse, militarily and diplo­ 
matically, of what it was a year 
ago when Thant advised Wash­ 
ington through then Ambassa­ 
dor Adlai E. Stevenson that 
North Viet Nam was willing to 
send an em issary to Rangoon, 
Burma, for a secret meeting 
with a U.S. representative. 
That bid for talks was reject­ 
ed mainly because the United 
Slates felt itself to be in a weak 
position. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
is reported to have decided aft­ 
er studying the Thant report 
that the North Vietnamese prob­ 
ably were interested in a meet­ 
ing because they wanted to tell 
the United States directly that it 
had to withdraw from South 
Viet Nam before there could be 
peace negotiations. 
Rusk and other officials are 
also said to have been con­ 
cerned about the possibility that 
the North Vietnamese might 
use the fact of the talks to un­ 
dermine morale in South Viet 
Nam by claiming that the Unit­ 
ed States was negotiating for 


peace behind the back of the 
Saigon government. 
But the main consideration in 
the autumn of 1964 — when 
Vietnamese policy was involved 
in 
the presidential political 
campaign — is reported to have 
been that in many ways the 
United States was in a weak 
position to go into any kind of 
talks with North Viet Nam with­ 
out strong evidence that the en­ 
emy was seriously interested in 
an actual peace settlement. 
Tile situation began to change 
last February when Johnson 
ordered the bombing of military 
targets in North Viet Nam for 
the avowed purpose of cutting 
down on the flow of reinforce­ 
ments and arms to the Commu­ 
nist forces in the South. 
The change was speeded up 
when Johnson subsequently be­ 
gan the massive reinforcement 
of UJS. troops in South Viet 
Nam. 
Johnson halted the bombing 
attacks for five days last May. 
Administration 
officials said 
later that word was sent to 
North Viet Nam that the pause 
was created deliberately to af­ 
ford an opportunity for peace 
probes. 
But the Vietnamese neither 
then nor at any other time dur­ 
ing this year's escalation of the 
war showed any interest in get­ 
ting into negotiations.

Jefferson City, the Missouri 
State High way Co rn rn lss Ion gave 
Its approval for oil surface 
treatment to 1,189.8 miles of 
Secondary 
(farm to market) 
system routes during the sum­ 
mer months of calendar 1966, 
These Improvements will ex­ 
tend Into all sections of the 
state and will cost an estimated 
$2,141,640. 
This 1966 oiling program fur­ 
thers the State Highway Com­ 
mission’s effort to provide ad­ 
ditional “ dust-free” 
surface 
highways for Missouri highway 
users. 
The work Includes sections 
with an average dally traffic 
count of 70 or more vehicles 
per day, a decrease from this 
year’s requirement of 75 ve­ 
hicles, along with a few gaps 
and short isolated gravel sec­ 
tions.

HOLLYWOOD (A P )-T he era 
of great enchanters who made 
millions thrill, wonder and gasp 
in amazement drew closer to its 
end with the death of famed 
magician Harry Blckstone. 
The man whom many in die 
theater world called “ the last of 
the great magicians" died at his 
home Tuesday night at 82. He 
had been bedridden since Au­ 
gust with pulmonary edema. 


His death ended a 60-year ca­ 
reer in what Blackstone termed 
the science of 
misdirection. 
“ Magic 
overcomes frustra­ 
tion," the spellbinder once said.

Born Harry Bouton in Chica­ 
go, he turned professional at 16, 
forming the Bouton Brothers act 
with his younger brother Peter. 
The cast grew until, during 
the 1920s, he commanded a cast 
of about 40. Blackstone's career 
-reached its height during World 
War II, when millions of serv­ 
icemen took in his show at the 
U.S.O. 


Blackstone retired six years 
ago, returning once to the pub­ 
lic eye in the television show 
“ This Is Your L ife."

years ago he moved from New 
York to Caifornia. 
He leaves his widow, Eliza­ 
beth, 65; a son, Harry Jr., and 
his brother, Peter Bouton, of 
Colon, Mich.

Splinters Abound In 
Political Parties

WASHINGTON (AP) — It's 
more than just a wild and wool­ 
ly time. It's a hodge-podge, left 
and right. 
"Real squares. Old ladies up 
in the Bronx." 
"Hit's what some young radi­ 
cals today call members of tile 
American 
Communist party. 
The weekly newspaper, the Na- 
tional Observer, which quoted 
them, said they are equally 
contemptuous of lilierals and 
labor unions. 
But Monday the party thought 
it got a shot in the arm and 
talked of running candidates for 
office. 
But 
George Lincoln 
Rockwell, commander of tile 
American Nasa party, has al­ 
ready said he will run for presi­ 
dent in 1972. 
The Ku Wux Klan is in busi­ 
ness. 
The ultraconservative 
Minutemen talk of their secret 
"underground arm y." 
Robert Welch, founder of the 
right-wing John Birch Society, 
says of the United States: "It's 
"one 
vast 
insane 
asylum" 
where "they've let out the worst 
patients to run the place.” 
The 
Communist party has 
splinter groups. Student groups 
have splinter groups. Even the 
Republican party has splinters. 
But long after thousands of 
today's young radicals sag into 
middle age, raising families and 
buying homes between trips to 
the bank, the Communist party 
will probably be still here. 
At least it has an ideology, 
although it changes with the 
wind, while many and probably 
most of the young radicals have 
only upset emotions and inco­ 
herence. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
considers the Communist party 
a "Moscow-controlled” menace 
and part of an international 
Communist 
conspiracy. 
He 
called Gus Hall, the party's 
chief 
spokesman, 
"Moscow- 
trained.” 
It was Hall who Monday, after 
a Supreme Court decision, got 
the idea that now the party 
could run candidates, although

Dear JC: 
This is in reply to your most 
recent letter of the 7th inst. 
I am glad to hear from you 
again, and to know that you are 
out there in Arizona. I know 
you must be in a fine climate, 
for your condition. Back in 1916, 
when I was with the lith U. S. 
Infantry, on the Border, 
at 
Douglas, Arizona, during Pon­ 
cho Villa trouble, across the 
border there, in the State of 
Sonora, a town named Auqua 
Preieta, just across the border 
from Douglas. I remember when 
during the year or so that I 
was there, I used to do sentry 
duty, as a recruit, there at the 
international gate. It was always 
hot as heck during the day, and 
(Cold at nite; but I loved every 
bit of it, and felt better then, 
than I ever have since. I re­ 
member, before WW I, when me 
and another fellow I soldiered 
with, used to go AWOL, catch 
a freight train, over the El 
Paso, 4 Southwestern, and ride 
over to Hatchita, and Columbus, 
N. Mex; the place Villa raided 
and burned, killing many sol­ 
diers of tho 13th U.S. Cav.; plus 
a lot of civilians. Incidently, I 
have a RR Spike, that was the 
last of its kind, a spike, taken 
from an almost empty barrel, 
it being the last one in it, taken 
from the back porch of the RR 
Depot there, while the raid was 
going on, by Albert Richard­ 
son, and George Lyon, both of 
Oran and Morley. Just before 
the raid by Villa, and his 500 
or more bandits, Albert anc 
George were put off the blinds, 
of 
the Golden 
State Limited 
there. Albert told me, that he 
grabbed 
the last spike in the 
barrel, just as Poncho Villa, 
was going across the tracks, 
at a crossing just about 50 yards 
west of the station. The time 
was sometime after midnight, 
March 9th, 1916. They ran and 
jumped off the platform and hid 
under some box cars parked on 
the house track behind the depot, 
and stayed there until all the 
yelling and shooting was over, 
and then they came out from 
their place of hiding and ran 
east of the tracks down in the 
yards where they stayed under 
another car, for about an hour, 
till, a freight train came along, 
in which they boarded; and then 
were back on their way 
to 
California. They had been wash­ 
ing dishes in a restaurant in 
El Paso, when they decided to 
go to Imperial Valley, to work 
in the early crop harvesting 
there, wherever it was. I had 
talked to Albert in Oran, some­ 
time in the late spring of 1916, 
and we were talking about the 
Columbus Raid, and he showed 
me the spike, and told me of 
the Raid. He had it painted with 
im rn Ration gold paint, and being 
a young guy at the time, I 
like the looks of it and ad­ 
mired it, and wanted to buy it 
off him; but he refused to sell 
it to me. It was not long after 
that, that I was washing dishes, 
myself, in a restaurant, 
in 
Chicago, in day time, and sleep­ 
ing in Grant park, near the UC, 
depot, on Lake Michigan front; 
when I decided on joining the 
Army. I was shipped as a re­ 
cruit, from JB., and routed out 
of El Paso, to Douglas, Ariz^ 


its claimed membership has 
dropped from perhaps 100,000 
in the 1930s to 10,000 now.

thru Columbus, and we all had 
the privilege of getting off the 
train, and viewing the destroyed 
business section of the town; 
before moving on to Douglas, 
and to the lith U. S. Infantry, 
our permanently assigned or­ 
ganization; I 
landing in "K” 
Company of the lith. 
After World War I, I wrote 
to Albert Richardson, who was 
1st. Sergeant, of Co. K. 140th 
Infantry, 35th Division, and at 
the time was encamped at Fort 
Sill, Okla. And I continued to 
write to him, even after he and 
I were in France, although sep­ 
arated, and in different divi­ 
sions. In our correspondence I 
asked him about the spike. And 
just before he was killed 
at 
Vouquois 
Hill, in the Argone, 
Spet. or October 1918, I re­ 
ceived a letter from him tell­ 
ing me that he had written his 
mother about the Spike, and 
asked 
her to give it to me in 
case of his failure to return 
from France. And during the 
night that his body lay in the 
old Armory, at Morley, prior to 
his burial the next day, his sis­ 
ter, I don't remember 
her 
name, 
stepped up to me and 
handed me the spike, telling me 
that her Mother had asked her to 
deliver it to me. Thus, a won­ 
derful jesture from 
an 
old 
friend, whom I'd 
took many 
drinks with, whose body then lay 
on French soil. He had paid the 
supreme sacrifice; in 
some­ 
ways reminding us all of a 
much greater sacrifice paid 
by one, almost two thousand 
years ago; not only for free­ 
dom, but 
for 
life 
thruout 
eternity, for all mankind. I 
still feel today that Albert Rich­ 
ardson’s body was not sacri­ 
ficed 
in vain. He, like you, 
I listed as one of my best 
friends, and it was a great and 
treasured experience in having 
known him, and you too, until 
the day that we shall all meet 
in the Happy Hunting Grounds 
and 
can have the, possible, 
pleasure of downing a charge 
or two, and maybe another rus­ 
ty bucket of beer from Metz 
saloon, with old Doc. Bassel, 
Press Rosenberry, and others 
who have gone before us, inc lull­ 
ing Duce Smith, and some more 
people who like to partake of the 
great conversation watter. 
I was very glad to get the 
clipping from your column, es­ 
pecially the one in which you 
eulogized me so highly, in which 
I wish to thank you very much. 
And when you get your book 
published, I should be very glad 
to receive a copy of. I am feel­ 
ing very well; have my own pri­ 
vate room here, and an Order­ 
ly assigned me to look after my 
room, and other personal mat­ 
ters that I request of him. And 
while hoping this letter will find 
you, still able to sit up and take 
nourishment, as usual. I beg to

Congress approved Missouri 
activities of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Interior's Bureau 
of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife. 
Hiis Bureau aids in provision 
of 
fish 
hatcheries, wildlife 
refuges, 
soil and 
moisture 
conservation, wildlife research 
and river basin studies. These 
activities won a total of $777,- 
140 for fiscal year 1966. 
Missouri's National Park Ser­ 
vice areas won $7 52,050 in 
funds to expand and improve 


their outdoor recreation facili­ 
ties. Hie George Washington 
Carver National Monument, the 
Jefferson National Expansion

BERLIN (AP)—“ The damned 
Russians,” the old man said, 
leaning heavily on his cane. 
"They robbed us blind. And now 
our 
own Genossen (German 
Communist comrades) say they 
will rebuild all this in five 
years. I don't believe it.” 
The old man looked around 
the square in East Berlin be­ 
tween the bombed-out twin Ger­ 
man and French cathedrals, 
where so far the Communists 
have rebuilt one pillar to keep 
the French cathedral's main 
entrance from falling down. 
Elsewhere a wiry Communist 
party official outlined the re­ 
gime's plan for a new Berlin. A 
glistening white plastic model of 
a new city center was at his el­ 
bow. 
“It is important, that you see 
the naked truth,'' he told an 
American r ep o rter. “ That is all 
we ask.” 
The “naked truth” of East 
Berlin is hard to come by. The 
Communists speak solely in en- 
thusiastic terms while people 
say very little of what they 
think. 
The 
truth 
apparently lies 
somewhere between the pessi­ 
mism of the old man and the 
optimism of the party functiona­ 
ry.. 
For the Communists, East 
Berlin has apparently become 
top priority, the place to put 
East Germany's best foot for­ 
ward. 


The year 1970 is their target 
date for completion of a facelift­ 
ing. For years after Worldwar 
(I East Berlin has been a drab, 
sad city still largely in ruins-in 
comparison with West Berlin. 


A UJSc economic expert says: 
“ The Communists have a real 
chance to accomplish what they 
have set out to do. They have 
taken a major decision to make 
East Berlin a showplace. 
“ Their economy is moving 
forward and for years now the 
Russians have quit taking ev­ 


erything the 
East 
Germans 
produced. 
The 
question re­ 
mains, however, how good a job 
they can do, how long what they 
build will last, how good the 
workmanship will be. They still 
lack materials, as well as work­ 
ers, and the workers still lack, 
initiative. 
“ You might say there is much 
building in East Berlin but it is 
not what we in America would 
call a boom.” 
Nor are the lack of workers, 
materials and initiative the only 
problem the Communists face 
in trying to match what has 
been accomplished in West Ber­ 
lin. 
There is resistance among 
young people, even after con­ 
stant indoctrination. 
When 
three 
East 
Berlin 
policemen 
formed 
a circle 
around the w riter, giving him a 
traffic ticket, a blond of about 
20 walked by.

For the casual visitor to East 
Berlin, the downtown area has 
changed considerably in recent 
years. 
The area along the Berlin 
Wall 
near 
the 
Brandenburg 
Gate, has been spruced up al­ 
though guards with submachine 
guns remain there. 
A 
thick 
carpet 
of grass 
stretches down the street behind 
a neat wire fence, curving over 
a mound that denotes the bunk­ 
er where Adolf Hitler died. 
Unter Den Linden, leading 
into East Berlin from the Bran­ 
denburg Gate and once the most 
famous of German boulevards, 
again is graced by trees. New 
glass and steel buildings are 
interspersed with the restored 
opera house and Humboldt Uni­ 
versity and the mammoth So­ 
viet Embassy. An automobile 
salesroom shows brightly hued 
Soviet-bloc cars. 
There 
is 
speculation that 
when all is ready, the Commu­ 


nists will reopen the Branden­ 
burg Gate as a crossing point 
for foreigners, thereby making 
it possible to usher them direct­ 
ly into the heart of what they 
want to see. 
The Berlin cathedral is a 
massive, if cleaned up, ruin. 
Unlike the German and French 
cathedrals which the Commu­ 
nists say they will restore, the 
Berlin cathedral will not be re­ 
built—“ it is not a work of art 
and therefore not worth the mil­ 
lions of marks rebuilding would 
cost.” 
The 
cathedral 
dominates 
Marx-Engels Square. If it were 
rebuilt it would also dominate 
the heart of the new city center 
the Communists are planning. 
In both halves of Berlin busy 
city planners are mapping out 
new streets, highways, bridges 
and rail lines that project into 
the other half of the city. 
The hub of the projected Com­ 
munist city center is to be old 
Alexander Square around which 
are grouped department stores 
now run by Ho, a giant, all-pur­ 
pose. state-run store. 
Ho's 
ads amuse the Eng­ 
lish-speaking observer because 
“ Ho-Ho-Ho-Ho” posters appear 
beneath Communist flags. 
Off Alexander Square 
the 
Communists have built brightly 
painted apartment houses and 
cultural 
buildings that 
rep­ 
resent a first step toward tile 
all-German Socialist look that 
the Walter Ulbricht regime is 
trying to create. 
Rents in the new East Berlin 
apartments average 130 marks 
monthly—about $32 at the East 
German rate of exchange. 
East 
Berliners are better 
dressed, have more to eat and 
buy, than was the case a few 
years ago. But East Berlin as a 
capital leaves the impression of 
a police state, regulated by 
countless people in uniform. 
Few Russians are seen in the 
streets, but thousands of Rus­ 
sian troops are just outside the 
city.

Newsom, 60, has been the 98- 
year • old fcrm organization's 
principal spokesman and au­ 
thority for 15 years,and was re­ 
elected Monday to another two- 
year term as its chief executive. 
Freeman also paid tribute to 
•Newsom's help in formulating 
government 
farm programs, 
one of Washington's most thank- 
less taks, simply because of 
the impossibility to please all 
farmers, let alone all farm or­ 
ganizations. 
It's understandable that the 
administration would turn to a 
moderate farm leader such as 


Newsom for advice. 
The Grange, like himself, is 
“ largely m iddle-of-the-road,” 
as he puts it, standing between 
the conservative farm ers who 
want no government regulation 
whatever and the liberals who 
want more. 
Newsom said Monday he was 
hopeful for an eventual return 
of agriculture to free market 
practes and prices.

And its long-range effect, New- 
some explained, would be to get 
the government out of the stor­ 
age business which, in turn, 
would reduce production, re­ 
strictions, in operations since 
the 1920s. 
“ I'm not saying it can be 
done in a certain number of 
years,” he said. “ That depends 
on the rest of the world.” 
Newsom has been a term er all 
his 
life, and held his 
first 


grange office when he was 6, 
as a junior grange gatekeeper. 
He and Mrs.Newsom still call 
their farm near Columbus, Ind. 
home, but maintain residence in 
Washington, grange headquar­ 
ters. The farm is operated Ona 
crop-sharing basis with a long­ 
time family employe. 
Newsom learned the Grange 
under tutelage of his father, who 
also was an officer, and served 
his apprenticeship through the 
ranks.

NEW YORK (AP) — The con* 
troversy between the govern­ 
ment and the aluminum Indus­ 
try appeared ended today with 
agreement on disposal of 1.4 
million tons of surplus alumi­ 
num* 
The industry seemed pleased 
with the agreement. 
The producers and the gov­ 
ernment came to terms late 
Tuesday after two weeks of 
dispute 
in 
which President 
Johnson's 
administration 
forced the industry to roll back 
a price increase. 
The controversy began when 
01 in 
Mathieson 
Co. raised 
prices of ingot half a cent 
a 
pound and of fabricated metal 
one cent a pound. 
The government called the 
boost inflationary and unjusti­ 
fied. 
When other producers, includ­ 
ing Aluminum Co. of America, 
the No. 1 producer, joined in the 
price increase, the General 
Services Administration threat­ 
ened to throw 300,000 tons of its 
surplus metal on the market 
Immediately. 
In the face of this, the alumi­ 
num companies rescinded the 
increase 
and 
arrangements 
were made for discussions on 
orderly disposal of the stock­ 
piled metal. 
"This was basically what was 
being discussed before the con­ 
troversy,” an industry spokes­ 
man said. "This is what the in­ 
dustry 
people 
were feeling 
would be the best way of han­ 
dling the stockpile. 
"The advantage now is that 
we have a planned disposal 
which, of course, is the way the 
industry would want it. This is 
the obvious advantage.” 
The Pentagon announced that 
Industry and government repre­ 
sentatives agreed in principle 
that the industry will purchase 
the surplus aluminum at an av­ 
erage rate of not less than 100,- 
000 tons a year or the defense 
requirement, 
whichever 
is 
greater, but not to exceed 200,- 
000 tons a year. 
The Pentagon said the defense 
requirement for 1966 is esti­ 
mated to range between 300,000 
and 400,000 tons. 
The industry representatives 
who participated in the discus­ 
sions were from Alcoa, Otin 
Mathieson, Reynolds Metals Co. 
and Kaiser Aluminum A Chemi­ 
cal Co. 


CONCEPCION, Chile (AP) — 
Spitting South Americans gave 
a rude reception Tuesday night 
to Sen. Robert F. Kennedy in 
Chile and to Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk in Uruguay. 
About 100 pro-Communist stu­ 
dents spat on Kennedy at the 
University of Concepcion, threw 
eggs, rocks and money at him 
and drowned him out when he 
tried to speak to a student 
crowd of several thousand. It 
was the only unpleasant note to 
an otherwise enthusiastic re­ 
ception in an area where Chilean 
Communists and Marxist So­ 
cialists 
have their greatest 
strength. 
The eggs and stones missed 
the New York senator, but spit­ 
tle fell on his forehead and 
clothes. 
Rusk was the target of a 25- 
year-old man who slipped up 
and spat at him in Montevideo 
just after the secretary had 
placed a wreath at the menu- 
•mat lo Gen. JoseA rtigas,Uru­ 
guay's national hero. State De­ 
partment press officer Richard 
I. Phillips, accompanying Rusk, 
said the secretary was not hit. 
The man shouted "This in the 
name of my people” as he spat. 
Police seized him and took him 
away. In his pockets were leaf­ 
lets with the words "Fuera 


Rusk (Rusk get out).” 
Kennedy, who is on a South 
American tour, 
insisted on 
going to the university despite 
warnings of a hostile recep­ 
tion. He waited calmly on the 
stage of the gymnasium for 20 
mlnufes while the small group 
of leftists sang * the national 
anthems of Cuba and Chile and 
screamed "A ssassin ” 
and 
"Yankee go home” at him. 
When the senator finally start­ 
ed 
to 
speak, 
the 
jeerers 
drowned him out. He asked if 
they would come forward to dis­ 
cuss matters with him, and the 
leftists shouted back that he 
should come to them. 
Kennedy started toward them. 
As he approached, some tried to 
kick him, others spat at him 
and others burned a UJ5. flag 
in a corner of the gymnasium. 
Other students tried to quiet 
the leftists. Some challenged 
them to fight. Aides and news­ 
men surrounded the senator and 
he left the building. 
Outside some anti-Commuru sr. 
students approached Kennedy's 
wife, Ethel, and said to her, 
"Senora, please, forgive us for 
this shameful situation.” This 
group waited in front of the 
gym and when the leftists came 
out set on them with clubs and 
stones.

The possibility that the girl's 
body could have been moved by 
one of her attackers also was 
being considered, officers said.

Buy now, pay later has become a fixture of 
American family life in the “ soaring ’60s.” 
The long, uninterrupted business expansion, 
now in its 58th month, has been fueled by the 
readiness of consumers to assume a heavy 
burden of debt and of lenders to advance easy 
credit. But the voices of caution are beginning 
to be heard.

Quality as well as quantity of credit is in 
question as retailers and lending institutions 
induce more and more consumers to go into 
debt on a wide range of goods and services. 
Will more purchases made on the “never- 
never, ” as the British refer to installment 
buying, actually turn out that way — never 
paid for? While delinquency on installment 
loans has risen only slightly in recent years, 
other danger signals are visible in the high­ 
flying consumer credit field. Not the least of 
th§se is widespread consumer ignorance of the 
true costs of buying on the installment plan. 
Federal Reserve Board statistics show that 
American families are quite willing to go 
into debt to buy things they want. At the end 
of September, a total of $81.9 billion was 
outstanding in short - and intermediate-term 
consumer credit — up $8.4 billion from a year 
earlier. Interest and other charges on this huge 
volume of debt cost consumers more than $10 
billion a year. 
Not included in the estimates of consumer 
credit are the mortgages outstanding on owner- 
occupied homes, which total nearly $200 billion. 
To some experts 
a total of $282 billion in 
combined consumer credit and mortgage debt 
seems staggering. William McChesney Martin 
Jr., chairman of the Federal Reserve Board, 
has pointed to the current rise as one of the 
“disquieting similarities** between the present 
prosperity and that of the 1920s, which cul­ 
minated in the Great Depression. 
“ In fact,” Martin pointed out in an address 
last June, “the expansion of consumer debt 
arising out of both residential mortgages and 
installment purchases has recently been much 
faster than in the ’20s.” Other economic ex­ 
perts, however, point out that the outstanding 
consumer debt is buttressed over-all by more 
than $2 trillion in consumer assets. The assets 
take the form of fixed capital in hbmes and 
consumer durables as well as bank deposits, 
stocks, bonds, and insurance and pension re­ 
serves. 
About half of all American families have some 
installment debt, but the burden is unevenly 
spread. About 10 per cent of all families, for 
example, lay out more than 20 per cent of 
their disposable income (income left 
after 
taxes( . to meet debt payments. The Federal 
Reserve Board classifies such families as 
“heavily burdened borrowers.” For the nation 
as a whole, 14.4 per cent of disposable income 
goes for repayments on installment debt—up 
2.6 points in a decade. An otherwise optimistic 
Federal Reserve study of consumer debt states: 
“The continued upward drift in the repayments 
ratio is a matter of concern. Many families 
with debt have few or no liquid assets to fall 
back upon.” 


For the nation as well as for the individual 
family, consumer credit is a good servant but 
a bad master. Under the worst circumstances, 
a large number of loan defaults might trigger 
severe depression. Even assuming that loans 
are paid on time, excessive debt expansion 
can harm the economy. This is because in­ 
stallment buying puts a mortgage on future 
income. Thus it is argued that debt-fueled 
expansion will prove unsustainable as consumers 
become indebted to the point where they cannot 
afford to take on further obligations. As the 
saturation point is neared, so the reasoning 
goes, the economy will lose the stimulus of 
credit buying. Once the economy turns down, 
moreover, the slackening in business and decline 
in consumer incomes would lead to sharp in­ 
creases in delinquencies and personal bank­ 
ruptcies. 


Such bearish views are not shared by all 
economists. Many believe the threat of excessive 
debt expansion has been overstated. They say 
the idea that there is some percentage of 
disposable income above which consumer re­ 
payments cannot safely go has been disproved. 
In their opinion, demographic changes alone— 
the growing number of “young marrieds” — 
guarantee continued growth in borrowings. Ris­ 
ing discretionary income (income left after 
basic expenditures) will provide both the will 
to buy on credit and the means of repay­ 
ment. This seems to be the official view 
of the Johnson administration. It has made it 
clear in recent weeks that it does not favor 
high interest rates as a means of reducing 
demand for credit.

And that is understatement. 
At a time when statesmanship of the highest 
order is urgently needed, House leaders of both 
political parties are indulging in political op­ 
portunism that would disgrace the seamiest 
precinct boss. 
It truly is a case of Nero Graham and his 
sidemen fiddling while Missourians burn. 
Slowly, slowly, surely the truth came out last 
Tuesday and Wednesday. The House leaders 
care not one whit what the majority of their 
colleagues think, or what the people of this 
state need and deserve. 
The truth that became appallingly apparent 
simply is this: 
The House leaders are determined by fair 
means — or foul — to circumvent the will 
of the House majority, the will of the Senate, 
the will of the Governor and, more importantly, 
the will of the electorate. 
These petty politicians are determined to ram 
an unreasonable plan for realigning the Missouri 
House past all obstacles. No matter what the cost. 
The Senate has been more than fair, more 
than patient, more than willing to compromise 
in any reasonable manner. Too patient. Too 
willing to compromise. Too sensitive to House 
demands and emotions. 
In the opinion of many, the Senate retreated 
two steps too far backward in proposing the 
backstop methods of reapportionment by the 
State Supreme Court or appointment of a second 
redistricting commission. 
We think they would have done well to stick 
firmly to the concept of an at-large-election 
if the Commission failed to do its job. That’s 
the way it is done in the Senate. That’s the way 
it should be done in the House. 
We hope no Missouri voter is any longer willing 
to believe that the House leadership is acting 
out of public interest. They made unmistakably 
plain in rejecting all Senate amendments that 
they were acting in self-interest only. 
How utterly ridiculous it was for Rep. Mel 
Carnahan, House majority leader, to stand on 
the floor of the House and candidly admit he 
could find no valid reason to oppose several 
of the Senate amendments. 
And then follow this statement with a fervent 
plea that the House refuse to accept them. 
By this blanket, headlong rejection, the Senate 
was placed in the position of not knowing which 
amendments the House really found objection­ 
able. 
Amendments by the other house are usually 
taken up one by one in the Assembly so a 
conference committee, if one is needed, can act 
efficiently. That is what should have been done 
in this matter. 
Carnahan is not the only puppet that has been 
manipulated in this farce by House Speaker 
Thomas Graham. He has a Republican counter­ 
part, Ronald Belt of Macon, who is so utterly 
lacking in comprehension of his duties and 
responsibilities as a legislator and as a minority 
leader as to join eagerly in the cabal. 
The House forces that are using every trick 
to gain their ends act with much boldness be­ 
cause they have the impression Missourians 
neither understand nor care about the reap­ 
portionment issue. 
More Missourians than they would believe do 
understand the issues. And are much concerned. 
We urge these citizens to make their concern 
known to legislators. 
If the Senate falters, if the Press relents, if 
the people fail to act strongly and immediately, 
reapportionment problems will 
disturb the 
political life of this state well past 1970.

STUFFING THE TURKEY 
Groceries cost more these days, and the 
Thanksgiving meal will be no exception. By 
one estimate (Wall Street Journal, Nov. 8), 
a family of four will pay nearly $7 for turkey 
and the trimmings this year — up about 5 
per cent from last year. A 10-pound turkey 
that cost $4.50 at retail in 1964 will cost about 
$4.90 this year. Such trimmings as green beans, 
pumpkin, and wild rice are costlier than in 1964, 
but cranberries are unchanged. 
Agriculture Department statisticians say grow­ 
ers will raise 104 million turkeys this year, 
up from 99.7 million in 1964. Population growth 
presumably is absorbing some of the increased 
output and putting pressure under prices. And 
more of the birds are being processed into 
new boneless “ roasts” and other ready-to-eat 
forms that cut into supplies. 
Sidney Margolius, a consumer expert for 
Steel Labor, says the best buy in turkey this 
year is the larger bird. Turkeys over 16 pounds 
are running about the same price as last 
year. Toms over 26 pounds actually sell for 
a bit less than last year. Margolius advises 
against buying frozen prestuffed turkeys because 
the consumer ends up paying a turkey price 
for stuffing that includes a large percentage 
of water. Mom also is advised that canned 
and frozen candied sweet potatoes cost twice 
as much as fresh.

EMPLOYMENT GAINS 
While the unemployment for 
workers as a whole remained at 
the July level of 4.5 per cent 
in August 1965, 
the lowest 
level since October, 1957, the 
Job picture Improved In August 
for Negroes, teen-agers, blue- 
collar workers and those who 
had been unemployed for a long 
time.

FOR REEL FUN 
As millions of American fish­ 
ermen take to the streams and 
lakes this spring, a good per­ 
centage will owe a portion of 
their pleasure and success to a 
quiet 49-year-old Minnesota 
businessman. 
Lloyd Johnson is living proof 
that the Horatio Alger tradition 
still flourishes In America. Fif­ 
teen years ago, he was an expert 
machinist, working for a wage. 
Today he is president and owner 
of Johnson Reels, Inc., one of 
the leading American producers 
of quality fishing reels and rods. 
Products carry Ing his name are 
used in every state and over­ 
seas. 
Like most American success 
stories, this one happened thru 
a man’s determination to make 
something work better. Just af­ 
ter World War n, American 
servicemen had returned from 
Europe’ enthusiastic about the 
fishing potential of the Euro­ 
pean fixed -spool, open-faced 
spinning reels. With them, ultra 
light lures and line could be 
used and backlash was eliminat­ 
ed. 
But while these early spinning 
reels were being hailed as the 
answer to every fisherman’s 
problems, some anglers were 
learning that they, too, had an­ 
noying traits. One of these was 
Mr. Johnson, who put his Inven­ 
tive genius to work. The result 
that came out of his basement 
workshop was the closed-face 
spinning 
reel, a typically 
American improvement on the 
original spinning reels. 
The first and succeeding John­ 
son Reels enclosed the llne- 
carrylng spool with a cover 
and fed the fishing line through 
a hole into the rod guides. This 
feature eliminated many of the 
exasperating tangles that wind 
or miscasts could inflict on the 
spinning fisherman. And with 
simplicity as his keynote, Mr. 
Johnson introduced a thumb but­ 
ton to release and stop line ac­ 
tion. 
This was the first of a number 
of Innovations the Minnesota in­ 
ventor contributed that have be­ 
come standards for American 
fishing tackle. Through licens­ 
ing arrangements, even com­ 
petitors use many of his basic 
patents. 
So anglers around the world 
who may enjoy today hours of 
effortless casting without in­ 
furiating birds' nests to 
un­ 
tangle owe a nod of appreciation 
to a Minnesotan named Johnson.

FABIANS 
AND

vard. American Fabians es­ 
tablished the Intercollegiate So­ 
cialist Society, which later be­ 
came the League for Industrial 
Democracy and spawned 
the 
Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion. 
Such ESS members as Walter 
Lippman, 
Felix Frankfurter, 
Roger Baldwin, Harry F. Ward 
and Stuart Chase achieved pub­ 
lic prominence. 
John Kenneth Galbraith was a 
leader in establishing 
the 
theories of 
Fabian Socialist 
John Maynard Keynes as the 
standard for economic thought 
in American education. 
In all their endeavors, 
the 
Fabians have worked toward the 
same objective sought by the 
Marxian socialists of the Com­ 
munist Party: a 
socialist 
America. And they have worked 
alongside the Marxists in many 
instances. 
How well the Fabian strategy 
for undermining American so­ 
ciety has worked is evident in 
the current disorders plaguing 
our university campuses. The 
part played by professors in 
misguiding the rioting students 
attests to the success of the 
Fabian penetration 
of facul­ 
ties. 
And 
the most radical 
groups involved in the foment­ 
ing of the riots, the DuBois 
Clubs, are named for one of the 
pioneers of Fabianism in Amer­ 
ica, 
W. E. B. DuBois (Har­ 
vard, 1890), 
who was also a' 
member of the Communist and 
Socialist Parties and the ESS. 
A New York Legislature In­ 
quiry in 1920 found that Lipp­ 
man and Frankfurter, who man­ 
aged to become special assist­ 
ants in the War Department in 
1917, used their influence to 
aid left-wing conscientious ob­ 
jectors 
during World War L 
The “objectors” were radicals 
who refused to support “any 
war under the capitalist sys­ 
tem.” it appears that the same 
sort of influence continues to 
aid leftist “objectors” today.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

NEW YORK (AP) — Omar 
Sharif, the most lhmous film 
sheik since Rudolph Valentino, 
thinks it is time the public let 
him down off his camel. 
The young Egyptian-born ac­ 
tor, who won an Academy 
Award nomination for his por­ 
trayal several years ago of 
Sheik Ali in 'Lawrence of Ara­ 
bia •• remarked: 
''Many think I always wore 
robes and rode a camel. This is 
untrue. I hardly ever saw a 
camel before except on a ciga­ 
rette box. 
'It's hard to shake the image 
created by your first success. 
Most of the time one doesn't 
succeed in shaking it. But that 
is better than to have to try to 
shake the image of your first 
flop.*' 
Sender, still in his early 30s, 
Omar is good-natured, some­ 
what shy in manner. As Michel 
Shalhoub, son of a Syrian lum­ 
ber importer, he was reared in 
Cairo and graduated from an 
English college there. A year 
later he turned to acting after 
he found the lumber business 
left him with a wooden feeling. 
He made a couple of dozen 
films in Cairo, became a star in 
the Arab world, and married 
Fa ten Ha mama, Egypt's best- 
known actress. They have a son, 
Tarek, 8. 
He picked the name Omar 
Sharif — which means “the hon­ 


orable Omar" — because of its 
sound. But when he first ap­ 
peared on the “Lawrence of 
Arabia" sets, Irish actor Peter 
O'Toole objected: 
“Nobody 
could 
be called 
Omar Sharif. I'm going to call 
you 'Cairo Fred.' " 
The nickname stuck. 
“Orientals are violin people," 
he remarked. “They are emo­ 
tional and sentimental and self- 
indulgent. 
“In 
Egyptian 
melodramas 
your success was judged by how 
much you could make the au­ 
dience cry. Since then I’ve had 
to learn emotional restraint — 
to realize that the most moving 
thing is not someone actually 
crying, but someone who wants 
to cry and is fighting it." 
Sharif, a cultured man who 
speaks six languages, said that 
as an Oriental he had met with 
some difficulties in adjusting to 
the Western tempo. 
“It is so speedy," he observed 
drily. “I try to sleep as long as 
possible because it is the slow­ 
est thing I know. 
“An Oriental, as long as he 
has food enough for this day, 
neither works nor worries about 
tomorrow. 
“But I suppose speed is neces­ 
sary in the large cities of Eu­ 
rope and America because life 
there is so tough and competi­ 
tive. If you don’t keep at it. 
someone will take your place." 


It also finds American policies 
in Latin America more on the 
spot than at any time since the 
1920's when we landed Marines 
in Nicaragua, on top of earlier 
Marine landings in Haiti and 
Santo Domingo. 
Much of the 
anti-American 
sentiment which will be voiced 
in the Rio conference results 
from 
the 
personality 
and 
policies 
of Tom 
Mann, the 
President’s Texas friend whom 
he made Assistant Secretary of 
State in charge of Latin Ameri­ 
can affairs, and later promoted 
to be Deputy Under Secretary of 
State. 
On one occasion, President 
Johnson called in a group of 
Latin American ambassadors 
and, in an informal chat sup­ 
posed to be strictly confidential, 
tried to sell them on Tom Mann. 
He described Mann as a bril­ 
liant, dedicated, but misunder­ 
stood individual. 
The Latin ambassadors went 
away still “ misunderstanding” 
Mann. The President made no 
Impression on them whatso­ 
ever. They regard Mann as too 
military-minded, 
much 
too 
quick on the draw, and a bad 
influence around a Texas-bom 
president also inclined to shoot 
from the hip. 
The two chief Issues to be 
debated at the Rio conference 
will be: 
1. The removal of the OAS 
headquarters from Washington 
so it won’t be under the domina­ 
tion of the United States. This 
will probably fail. 
2. Blocking any future Pan 
American police force. This 
will probably succeed. 
For the first time in history 


a Pan American police force 
is operating in the Dominican 
Republic, and, although It was 
hurriedly thrown together In 
order to take the curse off 
the American military occupa­ 
tion of that country, It could 
become an important precedent 
for Pan American stability and 
for use in revolt-tom countries. 
If, for Instance, Cubi should 
kick out Castro and a govern­ 
ment vacuum exist there, the 
United States would like to have 
a Pan American police force 
which could be thrown in to 
restore order. 
Such nations as Mexico, Chile, 
and Uruguay, however, are 
gravely suspicious of any Pan 
American army. They regard 
It as a concealed arm of U.S. 
militarism. The debate over it 
will be hot and heavy at Rio de 
Janeiro. 
The appearance of two new 
missiles in the Soviet anniver­ 
sary 
parade doesn’t 
alarm 
American observers. One is a 
mobile 
ICBM 
launcher; the 
other could fire a nuclear war­ 
head from orbit. 
U.S. observers suspect that 
neither is more than a proto­ 
type, probably intended to mis­ 
lead toe West. They recall how 
toe Red army fooled them 15 
years ago by showing off new 
bomber models while secretly 
producing intercontinental mis­ 
siles. The Pentagon took the 
bait and diverted most of its 
money into bombers Instead of 
missiles. As a result, Russia 
got toe jump on toe United States 
in toe missile race. 
American experts claim toe 
two new Soviet missiles aren't 
as effective as weapons already 
in toe American arsenal. This 
time, toe Pentagon won't divert

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP;—A 
noted visitor from India sug­ 
gested today the industrial na­ 
tions of the world must learn to 
treat the developing nations as 
fellow citiztns. 
A UJS. specialist In foreign af­ 
fairs suggested hard-bitten ne­ 
gotiations 
between 
nations 
which extend financial help and 
those which receive it. 
They stated their ideas in con­ 
nection with the 10th National 
Conference of the United States 
National 
Commission 
for 
UNESCO. 
K. S. Sundara of India, an ex­ 
ecutive director of the World 
Bank, said many of the develop­ 
ing nations have talent and re­ 
sources but do not have the 
the money to develop them. 
“ My country, one of the poor­ 
est, gets about a billion dollars 
a year in aid from the western 
world,” he said in an interview. 
“ If that were stepped up to l l/z 
billion, we could be independent 
of aid in five to seven years. 
“It's like the difference be­ 
tween giving a starving man 
enough to stay alive and giving 
him enough to get the strength 
to get up and walk." 
He contracted the average in 
come of $3,000 in the United 
States with $90 in India. 
Dr. Luther H. Evans, former 
director general of UNESCO, 
made his comment about hard, 
bitten negotiations in the key­ 
note speech of the conference 
last night. 
He said the problem feeing 
world leaders is to identify the 
things which need to be done 
and give a push to social devel­ 
opment. 
He 
suggested this 
might be accomplished through 
negotiations on the terms of for­ 
eign aid. 
“ This would give a high mor­ 
al standing and aid in the stabil­ 
ity of donor-recipient relation­ 
ships which at best are a bad 
kind of relationship — easily 
corruptible and capable of de­ 
veloping bad attitudes," he 
said. 
Dr. Evans is director of the 
international and legal collec­ 
tions at Columbia University in 
New York and is a former li­ 
brarian of Congress. He was 


director general of UNESCO 
from 1953 to 1958. 
He said the rapidly growing 
population is one of the tough­ 
est problems the world feces 
and difficulties over trade are 
certain to arise. 
“ We are up against starved 
economic power in its rawest 
form," he said. “ The greedy 
profit motive will be a great 
handicap." 
Dr. Thomas F. Malone of 
Hartford, Conn., director of re­ 
search for Travelers Insurance 
Co. and past president of the 
American Geophysical Union, 
was elected chairman of the 
commission.

Economy 
Picks up 
Steam

NEW 
YORK (AP) — The 
economy is picking up new 
strength at the halfway mark in 
the final quarter of the year. 
And the hullaballoo over alu­ 
minum prices — even the tem­ 
porary breakdown of electric 
power in the industrial North­ 
east — is likely to add to the 
tempo on the final weeks of the 
year — if for no other reason 
than the rush to catch up after 
the disruption and uncertainty 
of the first two weeks of Novem­ 
ber. 
The statistics of the economy 
seem sure to be fetter at year- 
end — both in dollar volume — 
Influenced by rising prices — 
and in unit volume. 
Copper prices are going up as 
supplies tighten. Part of the 
push behind prices in this metal 
is from political uproar in 
production centers in South 
America 
and 
central Afri­ 
ca, forcing world prices higher. 
Much of the rise in the United 
States is due to increasing de­ 
mand for metal. 
Steel production is taking a 
tentative step upward again. It 
had been lagging since a labor 
settlement early in September 
ended fear of a strike. This sent 
customers to living 
off of 
stockpiles built up as a precau­ 
tion. 
Auto production is booming, 
and so are sales of the new 
models. Most people see this as 
assurance that public confi­ 
dence in good times ahead is 
strong — and that consumer 
spending still is free wheeling. 
This should assure record re­ 
tail sales in the weeks just 
ahead. It's the season of great­ 


est activity for most merchants. 
And personal income totals 
continue to rise. High employ­ 
ment and higher wage scales 
are helping. There's also 
a 
boost from such sidelines as 
stock dividends. Payments are 
at a record so fer this year. 
And the first yearend extras 
signal a record outflow of cash 
from 
corporate coffers to 
shareowners. 
Rising prices here and there 
will give a misleading glow to 
some of the statistics reckoned 
in dollars. This inflation, so fer 
mild, colors the reports of the 
economy in general. But the big 
boost still is in the actual unit 
volume — the rising total of 
goods, the increased number of 
persons at work.

Dr. Stiles, president of the 
United States Ski Association 
from 1961 to 1965, is a former 
vice president of the American 
Heart Association and Chair­ 
man of its Council on Clinical 
Cardiology. He makes his home 
in Spokane, Washington. 
If your heart yearns for the 
highlands at the flutter of the 
first snowflake, you are not 
alone. 
Almost three million 
A mericans took to the ski slopes 
last season, and the sport’s 
popularity is growing by leaps 
and slaloms. 


While I would not recommend 
skiing for persons who have 
a serious heart condition, I 
do advocate it enthusiastically 
as a way to keep physically 
fit. And keeping physically fit 
helps protect against heart dis­ 
ease. 
In fact, I sometimes wonder 
whether, if everyone started 
skiing in early childhood, and 
continued on with skiing or some 
other strenuous exercise on a 
year-round basis, there might 
not be a dramatic drop in the 
incidence of heart attacks. 
The key word here is year- 
round. The year-round seden­ 
tary 
male who goes 
in for 


strenuous exercise onhis vaca­ 
tion can get into trouble. 
But even if you don’t start 
skiing young, it’s still worth a 
try. I myself only took up ski­ 
ing at the age of 55. My first 
ski lessons quickly convinced 
me that skiing was by far the 
most enjoyable sport I had ever 
tried. I soon discovered also 
that, if I meant to ski actively 
during the winter, I had to keep 
in top physical condition the 
year round. As a result, 10 
years later, I am in far better 
condition than I was at 55 — 
all thanks to skiing. 


Let me emphasize that you 
should 
not 
undertake 
a 
strenuous sport like skiing in 
middle life without first getting 
an okay from your doctor. Make 
a date for a physical examina­ 
tion; it’s a good idea even if 
you change your mind about 
venturing onto the ski slopes. 
And remember, your doctor 
may give you a green light even 
if you do have some type of 
heart trouble, provided lt^lA 
under good control. 
Next, get yourself in shape 
through a conditioning program, 
best continued year-round. Get 
suitable equipment and learn 
how to adjust it; sign up for 


Instruction — and you’re set to 
go! 
If you go from near sea-level 
to a high altitude ski lodge, take 
it easy at first -- for a few 
days if possible — to acclimate 
yourself to the thin air and 
adjust to the high altitude. R e­ 
member you will be calling oo 
your heart to work harder "^n 
usual supplying oxygen to meet 
the heavy demands of strenuous 
exercise. Skiers who leap too 
abruptly from their sea-level 
swivel chairs to high altitude 
ski trails run the risk of de­ 
veloping acute and even dan­ 
gerous respiratory conditions. 
And don't overdo. Skiing, par­ 
ticularly on difficult terrain, 
when fatigue has impaired tim­ 
ing and coordination, may cause 
trouble even for the young and 
vigorous in body and spirit. 
A recent survey of skiing ac­ 
cidents 
near 
Anchorage, 
Alaska, showed that the highest 
percentage of injuries occurred 
in the late afternoon, and that 
the 
most “ accdtent-prone” 
were men under 20. It’s wise to 
stop before you get tired. And 
it is wise to forestall after­ 
noon fatigue by a midday lunch 
and rest period. 
Now for some specific advice 
on how to minimize spills and 
sprains: 
1. Get into condition to «kl 
through a planned conditioning 
program, 
including 
stair- 
climbing, hiking and running. 
2. Get equipment that fits prop­ 
erly and learn how to adjust it. 
Wear non-elastic Arlberg-type 
safety straps to avoid runaway 
skis. Beware of loose clothing 
and long hair when riding lifts 
or tows, especially rope tows. 
3. Skiing does not come nat­ 
urally. Take lessons from a 
qualified ski instructor, and 
continue your lessons at inter­ 
vals until you have become a 
competent skier. 
4. Pick trails and slopes that 
match your skills, for safer 
skiing and more fun. 
5. Ride lifts and tows with care. 
Follow posted instructions. 
6. Keep your ski tips up. Carry 
ski poles by the shaft or with 
straps in your palm, not over 
the wrist. 
7. Stay clear of the skier ahead. 
When passing close to another 
skier, call out: “ On your left,” 
or “ On your right.” 
8. When you stop or take a 
spill, look uphill before you 
start again. Fill in any holes 
made by your fall. 
9. When skiing into a traU 
from the side, yield right of 
way to the skier who Is coming 
down the trail. 
10. Keep trails clear. Move to 
the side when you stop. 
If you will follow the skiers* 
ten commandments faithfully, 
if you will persevere with your 
conditioning 
and 
instruction 
programs, you will find the 
greatest sports enjoyment you 
have ever known, and you will 
be doing yourself — and your 
heart -- a favor.

U.S. 
Relies On 
Military Triumph 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON (AP) — At 
this stage of the Vietnamese 
war the United States is count­ 
ing primarily on military suc­ 
cesses rather than diplomatic 
appeals to persuade North Viet 
Nam to enter into peace nego­ 
tiations. 
A fresh bid by UJN.Secretary- 
General U Thant for conces­ 
sions from all sides in the con­ 
flict to promote the prospects 
for peace failed today to arouse 
anv outward enthusiasm here. 
Administration officials said 
the United States is ready to 
talk but they see no interest in 
talks now on the part of the 
Vietnamese Communist leader­ 
ship. 
The current visit to Moscow 
by Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield, a close asso­ 
ciate of President Johnson, may 
produce some UJS. peace ap­ 
proach to the Soviet govern­ 
ment. Officials here will not say 
what — if any — instructions 
Mansfield had from Johnson on 
this-point. 
But they do expect that if 
Mansfield urges Soviet peace 
pressures on North Viet Nam, 
which is receiving Soviet mili­ 
tary aid, he also will stress 
Johnson's determination not to 
yield South Viet Nam to Com­ 
munist conquest. 
The fact is, however, that UJS. 
policymakers are 
generally 
pessimistic about the outlook 
for negotiations at this time. 
They believe the North Viet­ 
namese and guerrilla leaders 
in 8outh Viet Nam, though their 
confidence of victory may be 
shaken, are not yet persuaded 
they face eventual defeat. 
There is some opinion here, 
moreover, that the war may 
never end in a negotiated settle­ 
ment. Those who think this is a 
serious 
possibility 
say that 
after a time the fighting may 
simply die down as larger areas 
come under control of UJ*. and 
South Vietnamese forces.North 
Viet Nam, according to this 
theory, could just quietly give 
up the struggle. 
American strategy is now 
aimed at progressively destroy­ 
ing or wearing down the Com­ 
munist military forces on the 
ground in the South and wreck­ 
ing their morale, while main­ 
taining aerial bombardment of 
targets in the North. An impor­ 
tant new element of this strate­ 
gy apparently is to press offen­ 
sive operations a g a i n s t the 
North 
Vietnamese 
regular 
troops in the South wherever 
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they can be found. 
The big battle this week in the 
la Drang Valley of South Viet 
Nam, near the Cambodian bor­ 
der, is said here to fit into this 
pattern. UJS. strategists reason 
that if American and South 
Vietnamese forces succeed in 
destroying crack units from 
North Viet Nam, they will shake 
the very foundations of Commu­ 
nist confidence and move the 
conflict closer to conclusion. 
The United States now has 
160,000 troops in South Viet 
Nam and is building up to 200,- 
000 as an immediate target with 
no limit on increases beyond 
that point. 
American 
military leaders 
and civilian policymakers have 
been persuaded for some weeks 
at least that the weight of 
American numbers and massive 
firepower have turned the tide 
of battle against the Communist 
forces to the extent that the 
United States and South Viet 
Nam are no longer losing the 
war and may be beginning to 
win it. Concurrent with this evi­ 
dent change in the military sit­ 
uation there has developed a 
greater political stability in 
South Viet Nam. 
The situation is roughly the 
reverse, militarily and diplo­ 
matically, of what it was a year 
ago when Thant advised Wash­ 
ington through then Ambassa­ 
dor Adlai E. Stevenson that 
North Viet Nam was willing to 
send an emissary to Rangoon, 
Burma, tor a secret meeting 
with a UJ>. representative. 
That bid for talks was reject­ 
ed mainly because the United 
States felt itself to be in a weak 
position. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
is reported to have decided aft­ 
er studying the Thant report 
that the North Vietnamese prob­ 
ably were interested in a meet­ 
ing because they wanted to tell 
the United States directly that it 
had to withdraw from South 
Viet Nam before there could be 
peace negotiations. 
Rusk and other officials are 
also said to have been con­ 
cerned about the possibility that 
the North Vietnamese might 
use the fact of the talks to un­ 
dermine morale in South Viet 
Nam by claiming that the Unit­ 
ed States was negotiating for 


peace behind the back of the 
Saigon government. 
But the main consideration in 
the autumn of 1964 — when 
Vietnamese policy was involved 
in 
the presidential political 
campaign — is reported to have 
been that in many ways the 
United States was in a weak 
position to go into any kind of 
talks with North Viet Nam with­ 
out strong evidence that the en­ 
emy was seriously Interested in 
an actual peace settlement. 
The situation began to change 
last February when Johnson 
ordered the bombing of military 
targets in North Viet Nam for 
the avowed purpose of cutting 
down on the flow of reinforce­ 
ments and arms to the Commu­ 
nist forces in the South. 
The change was speeded up 
when Johnson subsequently be­ 
gan the massive reinforcement 
of UJS. troops in South Viet 
Nam. 
Johnson halted the bombing 
attacks tor five days last May. 
Administration officials said 
later that word was sent to 
North Viet Nam that the pause 
was created deliberately to af­ 
ford an opportunity for peace 
probes. 
But the Vietnamese neither 
then nor at any other time dur­ 
ing this year's escalation of the 
war showed any interest in get­ 
ting into negotiations.

The soybean trans­ 
actions also involved Butler- 
managed accounts for Best Gin 
and Land Co. of McMullln, and 
Henning Tenn., Grain Co., the 
receiver said. 
Federal Judge John K. Regan 
is hearing the case without a 
jury. 
Butler*s attorneys Friday filed 
a motion with the eighth circuit 
court of appeals in St. Louis 
for a stay of his 10-year prison 
sentence and $10,000 fine, pend­ 
ing an application for a hearing 
on his conviction before the 
supreme court. 
The eighth circuit court on 
Nov. 4 denied Butler's motion 
for a rehearing of that panel's 
Sept. 16 decision upholding the 
52-year-old Memphian's con­ 
viction.

Player Draft

YORK (AP) — The 
wheeling and dealing has start­ 
ed but it looks like this year’s 
crop of college football stars 
will have to wait at least until 
Nov. 27 to begin their post-grad­ 
uate courses in economics. 
Or will they? 
Strongly criticized by college 
coaches and officials across the 
countrv an i faced with the pos­ 
sibility o* a boycott by some 
college coaierences, the Ameri­ 
can 
Football 
League back­ 
tracked Tuesday night and re­ 
scheduled its player draft for 
Nov. 27, the same day the Na­ 
tional League will hold its draft. 
The AFL had planned to draft 
on Nov. 20 and get a week's 
jump on buttonholing its pros­ 
pects and protecting them from 
the NFL's so-called “ baby-sit­ 
ting tactics," which the younger 
league claimed had kept its 
clubs from reaching and signing 
draft choices. 
But there were recurring re­ 
ports that the AFL had jumped 
the gun on its original Nov. 2( 
date and already held a secret 
draft. 
The Dallas Times Herald, 
Atlanta Journal and New York 
Daily News all reported that the 
AFL clubs had met and divided 
up the college stars and one 
AFL 
executive, 
Gerald 
H. 
Phipps, president of the Denver 
Broncos, disclosed that the own­ 
ers had gathered in New York 
two weeks ago, "not tor any 
secret draft, but to learn as 
much as we could about the 
draft prospects." 
Wayne Valley, co-owner of the 
Oakland Raiders, also said that 
the AFL owners had met infor­ 
mally two weeks ago and add­ 
ed: 
"I know the NFL is meeting 
today (Tuesday) in Pittsburgh. 
I don't know what they're doing, 
but I imagine they're discussing 
the probability and acceptibility 
of various players with the var­ 
ious teams in their league. This 
is what we did a couple of 
weeks ago." 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from any NFL source to 


Valley's comment. 
Commissioner Joe Foss, who 
announced the AFL decision to 
delay its draft one week, em­ 
phatically denied the reports of 
a premature draft and implied 
the story was planted by the 
rival NFL. 
"It's an annual affair for 
them to break such a story, and 
it always comes out of National 
League cities. 
"There has never been any­ 
thing to the story in the past 
and there is nothing to it again 
this time. It's entirely false, 
without a word of truth,” Foss 
said. 
The 
pro 
leagues have no 
signed agreement with the Na­ 
tional Collegiate Athletic Asso­ 
ciation on draft dates, but the 
NCAA had strongly urged that 
they draft no earlier than Nov. 
27, final playing date for most 
college teams. 
The AFL had justified its Nov. 
20 date by claiming that last 
year NFL scouts had resorted to 
"baby-sitting tactics" to keep 
prospects away from the young­ 
er loop. 


Foss, in his statement an­ 
nouncing the change in dates, 
said the AFL had decided to 
draft early "to combat this 
questionable 
practice, which 
has involved the hiding out of 
dozens of college players in or­ 
der to prevent AFL teams from 
negotiating with them. 
Pete Rozelle, commissioner of 
the NFL when asked to com­ 
ment on Foss' statement, said: 
"The AFL has breached the 
public trust and that of the na­ 
tion's colleges with secret early 
drafts at least three times in the 
past five years, including one 
earlier this month. The NFL 
developed a program of field 
representatives to minimize the 
number of premature signings 
resulting from such unethical 
drafts. 
"We do not feel required to 
further defend a recruiting pro­ 
gram simply because it is more 
straightforward, better organ­ 
ized and effective than the prac­ 
tices employed by our competi­ 
tion.”

Splinters Abound In 
Political Parties

WASHINGTON (AP) — It's 
more than just a wild and wool­ 
ly time. It's a hodge-podge, left 
and right. 
"Real squares. Old ladies up 
in the Bronx." 
U it's what some young radi­ 
cals today call members of the 
American 
Communist party. 
The weekly newspaper, the Na­ 
tional Observer, which quoted 
them, said they are equally 
contemptuous of liberals and 
labor unions. 
But Monday the party thought 
it got a shot in the arm and 
talked of running candidates for 
office. 
But 
George Lincoln 
Rockwell, commander of the 
American Nazi party, has al­ 
ready said he will run for presi­ 
dent In 1972. 
The Ku Klux Klan is in busi­ 
ness. 
The 
ultraconservative 
Minutemen talk of their secret 
"underground arm y." 
Robert Welch, founder of the 
right-wing John Birch Society, 
says of the United States: "It's 
"one 
vast 
insane asylum" 
where "they've let out the worst 
patients to run the place." 
The 
Communist party has 
splinter groups. Student groups 
have splinter groups. Even the 
Republican party has splinters. 
But long after thousands of 
today's young radicals sag into 
middle age, raising families and 
buying homes between trips to 
the bank, the Communist party 
will probably be still here. 
At least it has an ideology, 
although it changes with the 
wind, while many and probably 
most of the young radicals have 
only upset emotions and inco­ 
herence. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
considers the Communist party 
a "Moscow-controlled" menace 
and part of an international 
Communist 
conspiracy. 
He 
called Gus Hall, the party's 
chief 
spokesman, 
"Moscow- 
trained." 
It was Hall who Monday, after 
a Supreme Court decision, got 
the idea that now the party 
could run candidates, although 
limes 
ibVfte 


its claimed membership has 
dropped from perhaps 100,000 
in the 1930s to 10,000 now. 
The court held unconstitution­ 
al a provision requiring a party 
member to register as such with 
the federal government. 


Hus was the reasoning: For 
failure to register he could be 
prosecuted and jailed. But if he 
did register, he could be prose­ 
cuted under another law which 
makes it a crime to belong to a 
group 
that 
advocates over­ 
throwing the government. 
Thus, if he registered, he 
would be risking incriminating 
himself under the other law. 
The court pointed out that under 
the Constitution's Fifth Amend­ 
ment a man can't be compelled 
to incriminate himself. 
In the 1930s — although the 
Communist party's part in it 
was very small — the great do­ 
mestic crusade was to organize 
workers 
into 
unions. 
They 
joined in the millions. 


Earlier this month, in a spe­ 
cial story on the radical left 
among the young, the New York 
Times, picking out the Scudents 
for a Democratic Society as the 
"largest single radical student 
group on or around cam puses," 
said that the SD6 had "pretty 
much 
given up the working 
class as lost, having fallen prey 
to the union and the Democratic 
party." TTie Times says SDS 
claims 3,000 members, with 90 
chapters around the country. 
The National Observer, not 
limiting itself to student groups, 
said the new left places less em­ 
phasis on economic problems, 
more on "human freedom," and 
only a few splinter groups try to 
"out-Mao Mao Tze-tung." 
Yet, the newspaper went on, 
"even a tiny splinter group pos­ 
sesses the capacity for mischief 
if it also possesses dynamite." 
Some groups are on a crusade 
against poverty and the war in 
Viet Nam. 
FBI's Hoover says "the Com­ 
munist party is today expending 
tremendous energy attempting 
to increase its influence among 
college students." 


Washington, D. C. 
Dear JC: 
This is in reply to your most 
recent letter of the 7th inst. 
I am glad to hear from you 
again, and to know that you are 
out there in Arizona, I know 
you must be in a fine climate, 
for your condition. Back in 1916, 
when I was with the 11th U. S. 
Infantry, on the Border, 
at 
Douglas, Arizona, during Pon­ 
cho Villa trouble, across the 
border there, in the State of 
Sonora, a town named Auqua 
Preleta, just across the border 
from Douglas. I rem em ber when 
during the year or so that I 
was there, I used to do sentry 
duty, as a recruit, there at the 
international gate. It was always 
hot as heck during the day, and 
I cold at nite; but I loved every 
bit of it, and felt better then, 
than I ever have since. I re­ 
member, before WW1, when me 
and another fellow I soldiered 
with, used to go AWOL, catch 
a freight train, over the El 
Paso, & Southwestern, and ride 
over to Hatchlta, and Columbus, 
N. Mex; the place Villa raided 
and burned, killing many sol­ 
diers of the 13th U.S. Cav.; plus 
a lot of civilians. Incidently, I 
have a RR Spike, that was the 
last of its kind, a spike, taken 
from an almost empty barrel, 
it being the last one in it, taken 
from the back porch of the RR 
Depot there, while the raid was 
going on, by Albert R ichard 
son, and George Lyon, both of 
Oran and Morley. Just before 
the raid by Villa, and his 500 
or more bandits, Albert and 
George were put off the blinds, 
of 
the Golden 
State Limited 
there. Albert told me, that he 
grabbed the last spike in the 
barrel, just as Poncho Villa, 
was going across the tracks, 
at a crossing just about 50 yards 
west of the station. The time 
was sometime after midnight, 
March 9th, 1916. They ran and 
jumped off the platform and hid 
under some box cars parked on 
the house track behind the depot, 
and stayed there until all the 
yelling and shooting was over, 
and then they came out from 
their place of hiding and ran 
east of the tracks down in the 
yards where they stayed under 
another car, for about an hour, 
till, a freight train came along, 
in which they boarded; and then 
were back on their way 
to 
California. Tbey had been wash­ 
ing dishes in a restaurant in 
El Paso, when they decided to 
go to Imperial Valley, to work 
in the early crop harvesting 
there, wherever it was. I had 
talked to Albert in Oran, some­ 
time in the late spring of 1916, 
and we were talking about the 
Columbus Raid, and he showed 
me the spike, and told me of 
the Raid. He had it painted with 
immltation gold paint, and being 
a young guy at the time, I 
like the looks of it and ad­ 
m ired it, and wanted to buy it 
off him; but he refused to sell 
it to me. It was not long after 
that, that I was washing dishes, 
myself, in a restaurant, 
in 
Chicago, in day time, and sleep­ 
ing in Grant park, near the I, C. 
depot, on Lake Michigan front; 
when I decided on joining the 
Army. I was shipped as a re­ 
c ru it from JB., and routed out 
of El Paso, to Douglas, Aria*

stepped up to me and 
handed me the spike, telling me 
that her Mother had asked her to 
deliver it to me. Thus, a won­ 
derful jesture from 
an 
old 
friend, whom I’d 
took many 
drinks with, whose body then lay 
on French soil. He had paid the 
supreme sacrifice; in 
some­ 
way s reminding us all of a 
much greater sacrifice paid 
by one, almost two thousand 
years ago; not only for free­ 
dom, but 
for 
life 
thruout 
eternity, for all mankind. I 
still feel today that Albert Rich­ 
ardson’s body was not sacri­ 
ficed 
in vain. He, like you, 
I listed as one of my best 
friends, and it was a great and 
treasured experience in having 
known him, and you too, until 
the day that we shall all meet 
in the Happy Hunting Grounds 
and 
can have the, possible, 
pleasure of downing a charge 
or two, and maybe another rus­ 
ty bucket of beer from Metz 
saloon, with old Doc. Bassel, 
Press Rosenberry, and others 
who have gone before us, includ­ 
ing Duce Smith, and some more 
people who like to partake of the 
great conversation watter. 
I was very glad to get the 
clipping from your column, es­ 
pecially the one in which you 
eulogized me so highly, in which 
I wish to thank you very much.

BERLIN (AP)—“ The damned 
Russians,” the old man said, 
leaning heavily on his cane. 
“ They robbed us blind. And now 
our 
own Genossen (German 
Communist comrades) say they 
will rebuild all this in five 
years. I don't believe it.” 
The old man looked around 
the square in East Berlin be­ 
tween the bombed-out twin Ger­ 
man and French cathedrals, 
where so far the Communists 
have rebuilt one pillar to keep 
the French cathedral's main 
entrance from felling down. 
Elsewhere a wiry Communist 
party official outlined the re­ 
gime's plan for a new Berlin. A 
glistening white plastic model of 
a new city center was at his el­ 
bow. 
“It is important, that you see 
the naked truth,'* he told an 
A merican reporter. “That is all 
we ask.” 
The “naked truth” of East 
Berlin is hard to come by. The 
Communists speak solely in en­ 
thusiastic terms while people 
say very little of what they 
think. 
The 
truth apparently lies 
somewhere between the pessi­ 
mism of the old man and the 
optimism of the party functiona­ 
ry. 
For the Communists, East 
Berlin has apparently become 
top priority, the place to put 
East Germany's best foot for­ 
ward.
